WASHINGTON, March 29 


— (AP)—The administration 
pondered without immediate 
answer today on where to get 
another $228,000,000 — the 
cost of a surprising overthrow 
of President Roosevelt's first 
major veto. 


"Whatll we use for money?" 


That in effect was the query of 
government heads after the turbu- 
lent capitol scenes that accom- 
panied the break between congress 
and the chief executive. 


There was no quick reply. Sev- 


eral courses were open. Early specu- 
lation had it that either new taxes 
would be suggested or a deficiency 
appropriation voted to expand the 
budget by the needed amount. 


The latter course alone, without 


providing new revenue, would mean 
swelling the public debt just that 
much more. 


The senate's action last night, 


after seven hours of furious debate, 
did not cause quite the surprise 
engendered when the overwhelm- 
ingly democratic house defeated 
the veto- 


By a three-vote margin of 63 to 


27, the senate engraved on the 
statute books the $830.000.000 inde- 
pendent offices appropriation bill. 


In it were the increased payments 


for veterans and government em- 
ployes which had been the bone of 
contention. 


Republicans—33 in all—stood in 
solid phalanx for the bill. They were 
joined by 29 democrats and 
the 
lone farmer-labor member, Ship- 
stead of Minnesota. All 27 voting to 
sustain the president came from the 
democratic side. 


Norris Votes To Override. 


Senator Norris, Nebraska, voted 
to override and Senator Thompson, 
Nebraska, to sustain the president's 
veto. 


Stirring scenes accompanied the 


vote. Opponents of the veto ignored 
all pleas by the democratic leaders 
that such action might shake con- 
fi<ience in President Roosevelt at a 
time when it was needed. 


Announcement of the vote by

cheers, shouts and applause from 
the crowded^galleries.

$4,000 Fines Assessed 


In Other Cities 


Of Nebraska. 


Although unfair trade practices 


have cost Nebraska motor vehicle 
dealers more than $4,000 in penal- 
ties in the last three weeks, there 
have been no complaints filed nor 
penalties assessed against Lincoln 
and Lancaster county firms. Grant 
L. McFayden, state chairman of the 
code administration bureau, 
an- 


nounced at a meeting of District 2. 
comprising 13 southeast Nebraska 
counties, in the Lincoln hotel Wed- 
nesday evening. 
Fines assessed against violators 


are very easily collected. Chairman 
McFayden said, because the dealers 
are given their choice of paying the 
assessment voted by the code au- 
thority or facing charges. 


Seek Perfect Compliance. 


"Code violations are a serious 
thing," McFayden said, "and the 
committee plans to 'turn the heat" 
on violators until almost perfect 
compliance 
is 
secured 
in 
Ne- 
braska." 


Nearly $795 in fines was collected 
from dealers in Friend, Superior, 
Blue Hill, Blair, Alma, Falls City, 
and 3 in Hastings on Wednesday, 
McFayden said. Fines run from $100 
to $600. 
Most of the code violators who 


have been fined in Nebraska have 
been gulity, according to Mr. Mc- 
Fayden, of the following offenses: 
Overallowance on old car 
and 
deviation from official used car 
guide book, which sets up uniform 
allowances for 
classifications of 
used cars according to amount of 
use, condition, and model; over- 
allowance on cash value of com- 
modities traded in for a new auto- 
mobile; violation of finance charge 
costs; "selling cars straight across"; 
and paying commissions to persons 
not on the dealer's regular payroll. 
Under the motor vehicle retailers 
code, it is possible for both the con- 
sumer and the factory to be guilty 
of code violation if it can be proved 
that there was collusion. 


Tell Committee Duties. 


Wednesday night's meeting was 
devoted principally to a discussion 
of the duties of the various county 
chairmen who were In attendance, 
and McFayden pointed out that it 
is mandatory for committeemen to 
enforce the code. The penalties al- 
ready assessed against Nebraska 
dealers were thoroughly discussed 
Wednesday night in order that the 
committeemen might know of the 
;ypes and kinds of violations. 
Among the fines already assessed 
by the state code authority against 
dealers, there have been 2 In Oma- 
ha, 4 in Norfolk. 2 in Wayne, 2 in 
McCook. and one each in Columbus, 
Sbrth Platte, Lexington, Gordon, 
Wakefield, Clearwater, Oxford, and 
Rushville, McFayden said. 
Joseph C. Higgins of Lincoln, 
state vice chairman and Lancaster 
county chairman, presided over the 
Wednesday ngiht meeting. Sixteen 
committeemen attended.

and 1933 He could make the re- 
duction in any way that he might 
choose; by feeding methods or by 
culling, by milking fewer cows, or 
by using more of his product at 
home Some additional money would 
be used to support the beef cattle 
market at the time the extra dairy 
cows are marketed, and also to 
help with other phases of the ad- 
justment program 


Funds to pay the benefit pay- 


ments are to come from a process- 
ing tax of one cent per pound on 
butterfat content of rnilk or cream 
The tax is to be gradually increased 
to 5 cents per pound A compen- 
sating tax will be levied on oleo- 
margenne

For Life Payments 


Are Taxable. 


Attorney General Good has modi- 


fied the opinion recently given by 
his office holding that annuities are 
taxable under the new law at the 
same assessment rate as physical 
property bears, bv adding thereto 
the reservation that where an an- j 
nuity is being paid for in annual 
instalments it does not become sub- 
ject to tax until the contract has 
been finally completed by payment 
of the last yearly premium. 
Where the holder of an annuity 
has paid for it fully in advance, the 
attorney general holds, it is taxable 
at its "present worth," capitalized 
on the basis of "the prevailing in- 
terest rate," or at the legal rate of 
7 per cent, as yearly discount from 
anticipated future payments. 
This means that the beneficiary 


of such a paid-up life annuity, if 
living in Lincoln, must contribute 
in taxes this year 3.1 per cent of its 
total value, notwithstanding that 
he might die before the year is out 
and thus never receive a dollar of 
the theoretical value of his contract. 
The attorney general holds that 


there are many contracts calling for 
annual payments, aside from those 
written by 
insurance .companies, 


which constitute annuities and are 
taxable as such. 
If a fanner, retiring and deeding 


his land over to his children under 
an 
express 
agreement 
requiring 


them to pay him a specified amount 
per year, such payments would con- 
stitute an annuity extending over 
the term of his ilife expectancy, as 
outlined in the legal deoartment's 
opinion, and taxes would have to be 
paid upon it at the computed "pres- 
ent value." 
The opinion says that all con- 
tracts and gifts under wills should 
be construed as liberally as possible 
in favor of the beneficiaries, in de- 
termining whether they are an- 
nuities subject to taxation, and to 
what extent.

CATTLE AID BILL 
REPORT ADOPTED 


Several Crops are Added 


As Basic Commodities 


For Benefits. 


WASHINGTON, March 29—(AP) 


—The senate today adopted the 
conference report on the Jones- 
Connally bill to list cattle and other 
goods as basic commodities for ben- 
efits under the farm act. 


This completed congressional ac- 


tion. 


The bill was amended by the 


senate to include rye, flax, barley, 
peanuts and grain sorghums as 
basic commodities, and to authorize 
$50,000,000 for eradication of dis- 
eased cattle and for purchase of 
beef and dairy products for relief 
purposes. 
Also authorized is 5200,000,000 for 
payments to cattle raisers for re- 
ducing herds and for "balancing 
the market" pending the levying of 
a processing tax. 


The cattle purchased for relief 


would be exempt from the tax. 
Chairman Smith of the agricul- 
ture committee predicted all of the 
$200,000,000 would be returned to 
the treasury through a tax. but 
Senator Murphy, democrat, Iowa, 
said he hoped the treasury would 
not be reimbursed. 
Senator Vandenberg, republican. 


Michigan, termed the fund "blind 
speculation." 
He said congress was handing 


over an "indeterminate fund" to be 
used "by the 'brain trust,' if, when 
and how it chooses."

800 Chinese

ANOTHER GHOST 


DISAPPEARS. 
r 


THE past forty-eight hours, a ghost, which had 


Assumed formidable proportions, at least in the 


eyes of hungry republican leaders, has been dis- 
sipated. The American dictatorship, so vividly pic- 
tured by the Chicago Tribune and by other news- 
papers with similar leanings, is ended. 


When a coalition, embracing the solid republican 


membership, re-enforced by large numbers of demo- 
crats, voted to override President Roosevelt's veto of 
the general offices' appropriation bill, all pretense 
and sham about a dictatorship in this country was 
punctured. It never did exist in fact, but it has 
been highly useful to certain ambitious politicians 
anxious to arouse hostility and antagonism against 
the administration. The victory achieved in over- 
riding the veto may prove a costly one to the re- 
publicans, because it bares the hollowness of the 
bogy man they had set about to crush with the 
greatest care. 


And it had an appeal to the American people 


who are ever zealous to guard liberty. 


For weeks, certain newspapers have attempted 


to mislead the public into believing that but one 
man and one voice existed in Washington. 
They 


have sought to create the impression that the old 
system of checks and balances so wisely included in 
democratic institutions had broken down. 
Congress 


was impotent and inept. The judiciary had gone 
into retirement. 
Government rested solely on the 


executive or administrative branch. Perhaps 
Mr. 


Roosevelt, impressed 
strongly as he is with the 


urgency of balancing the budget, should thank the 
rebellious members of his own party and should 
decorate the slender membership of the opposing 
party for distinguished service, 11; was a preposterous 
and absurd ghost which was being transformed into 
flesh and blood by the republican leadership. 
It 


was so ridiculous and so far fiom reality that it 
should have been laughed out of existence. 
But 


stranger things have happened in American politics, 
and had it been possible through subtle cunning 
maneuvering to have continued conjuring up 
the 


frightful ogre, the same tragic anti-climax written 
Into the career of Woodrow Wilson might have been 
the fate of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
• * • 


let us hope that those newspapers which will 


derive a great deal of exulation over a Roose- 


veltian setback will be honest enough with the pub- 
lic to admit that the thing which gave them so 
much to shudder over until the present week was, 
after all, nothing more substantial than a foolish 
fear. 


Liberty has been saved. America has escaped 


the menace of a dictatorship. The system of three 
co-ordinate branches of government is preserved. 
The men and the press, who and which only a 
short time ago were bemoaning the end of demo- 
cratic government, must eat their words and like it. 
But will they like it? Ifs an old axiom that neces- 
sity is the mother of invention. That axiom was 
Justified in recent months hi this country. 
There 


had to be something to cry about. In view of the 
magnificent fashion in which Mr. Roosevelt 
took 


charge of the affairs of the United States, one thing 
was as good as another, and in the instance of a 
weasel ghost slogan, it was better. The signs of re- 
turning confidence in Washington couldn't be laughed 
off very easily. The spectacle of a man reviving fee 
hopes and faith of a nation was not subject to 
criticism. The evidence of men who had been des- 
titute and penniless, whose families had been miser- 
able, being clothed and fed. at a critical juncture, 
offered no loop hole for attack. The steady rise in 
farm prices, the reawakening of activity in industrial 
plants, the mounting volume of retail and wholesale 
trade, the increased production in basic industries 
of the type of steel, the huge gain in bank deposits, 
the return of a smile and a whistle in the streets— 
aU of these things left enemies of the administra- 
tion with little to talk about. 


So why not a ghost? Why not a ghost based 


upon the traditional instincts of America? Why not 
build one of such frightful proportions, of such ter- 
rifying appearance that all who came face to face 
with it would turn and flee in terror? It has been 
done before, so what reason was there to believe it 
could not be worked again? For a time the plan 
progressed even beyond the fond expectation of the 
daddies of the ghost It's an easy thing to appeal 
to that thing called American ideals. It's an 
easy 


thing to recruit many bold ana courageous patrons. 
Whenever a democratic administration is in power, 
there are thousands of republicans 
who derive a 


treat deal of pleasure in dying for liberty. 


• * • 


»B«RE trouble is these patriots either died too soon 
» or the ghost got out of control. But it wiH not 
disturb Colonel McCormick a great deal. He has 
an nncanny eye for sheets. 
On more than 
one 


occasion, he has demonstrated he can see them where 
they ainl. 


We may expect to hear more about dictators 


and dictatorship. We may expect that the war to 
piewue human freedom and American liberties will 
continue. The need of the day insures that. We 
may expert to see Colonel McCormick battling gal- 
lantly to protect the freedom of the press, it will 
be a cold morning when he's not out there pitching 
with a varied assortment of grenades, and hell keep 
on tossing them whether they explode or bury ihem- 
srtvfs In the soft 
earth without result 
Colonel 


McCormick is a sort of Mlnut* Man of 1934.

licized pasltime to dfbale the question. 'Is 


Man A Machine?" 
Perhaps ihr polemics still rage 


in pl<9«* where time hangs heavy. 


Not for the world would we revive the hackneyed 


subject, but the thought occurred to us while read- 
ing of Admiral Byrd's latest h«ro>r venture. Down 
where the mercury makes few acquaintances with 
plus figures. U* noted explorer is confining himself 


to an isolated shack. No gold or silver or precious 
jewel* lie there to gratify ambition. No sensational 
scientific discovery looms to earn columns of learned 
and imaginative description. 


Byrd is assuming the hermit role merely to ob- 


serve and record weather statistics. His only gain 
will be columns of figures on temperature, wind ve- 
locity, and other facts pertinent to Antarctic climate. 


The 
monotony of this self-imposed 
sentence 


might suggest the machine to some. But sacrifice 
for the satisfaction of a worthy curiosity Is not made 
of wheels and rods.

and is America's greatest boast. 


AN UNREASONABLE DEMAND. 


WRESIDENT WILLIAM GREEN of the American 
* 
Federation of Labor serves notice that his or- 


ganization will withdraw its support of the Wagner 
labor bill if the introducer permits amendments to 
be put on it permitting company unions. In other 
words, Mr. Green and his crowd won't play unless 
they can make the rules of the game. 


It has been apparent for some time that the 


American Federation of Labor is depending on govern- 
mental assistance to fasten its hold upon industries 
which have been built up independently of its ac- 
tivities; which are paying their employes the highest 
wages in recent years; which have been giving their 
full and wholehearted co-operation to the govern- 
ment's recovery program; but which are not willing 
to let an outside organization come between them 
and the wageworkers in their plants. 


The owners and managers of these industries, 


and their employes, have as much right to be con- 
sidered as Mr. Green and his group. 
If the work- 


ingmen and the managements mutually feel 
that 


they can handle their problems and disputes better 
through company unions than by calling in business 
agents of outside organizations, they certainly ought 
not to be compelled by law to adopt the latter al- 
ternative. 


There is, of course, no objection to the American 


Federation of Labor or any of its branches going out 
and persuading men employed in industry to become 
dues-paying members, and to negotiate on their be- 
half with the employers on questions that may arise 
relative to wages, or conditions of employment. But 
employes who do not care to join should not be 
coerced into doing so. The least Uncle Sam can do 
in such matters is to preserve neutrality as between 
contending factions in labor ranks. 


It would be very nice for Mr. Green and 
his 


cohorts, of course, if they could increase their mem- 
bership several hundred thousand or a million by 
having congress outlaw all other organizations and 
thus force all employes into their own. 


But it may be very difficult to persuade congress 


that the government has any business acting as an 
assistant organizer for the American Federation of 
Labor. 


Let each tub stand on its own bottom, and let 


labor itself decide how it wishes to be represented 
in negotiations with employers. 


A STRAIGHT FACE. 
BR. WIRT, the Gary, Ind., educator, who startled 


a congressional committee with the charge re- 


cently that highups in the brain trust merely were 
"playing" the 
president in the hope a failure of 


recovery would usher in communism, must have had 
an amazing experience in Washington. Except for 
his impeccable position 
as an educator 
and his 


reputation, the situation would offer interesting pos- 
sibilities for speculation. 
Where did he go, with 


whom did he talk, what did he eat, and what did he 
drink? 
All those questions are out, however, in 


view of the learned doctor's past record. 


The nearest approach to a solution is that a gay 


roistering bunch of young brain trusters, bent on 
having a little fun, met up with the somber, gravely 
serious Dr. Wirt, and proceeded to string him along. 
They did it apparently with such straight faces that 
he grabbed the bait and started wildly out to see. 


Now they're quaking in their boots for fear that 


what was intended for some good clean fun will 
embarrass them with the administration. It should. 
Any one who will impose upon the credulity of one 
who insists upon taking himself seriously deserves 
to be punished. 


MISSOURI'S FORESTS. 


ATTENTION will be centered on the program of 


the National Forest Reservation commission to 


create a reserve of approximately 2 million acres in 
Missouri. All of it takes in land of very slight agri- 
cultural value. Much of it is in the Ozark region. 


While the plan to reforest sections denuded of 


their timber is commendable highly, it should not 
be confused as a part of the program to reduce 
surpluses. 
So far, none of the sections set aside for 


planting produce wheat or corn, in which the most 
vexing of surpluses exist. The problem of wheat and 
corn relates to the prairie states, which are not a 
natural habitat for large timber tracts. Yet. with 
care and supervision, trees do flourish in the states 
where corn and wheat are produced primarily, and 
if the scheme of planning calls for retirement of 
land through reforestation, there are millions 
of 


acres in states such as Nebraska, Kansas, and Mon- 
tana which could be devoted to forests most ad- 
vantageously, providing, however, that provision 
is 


made for water. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


TTHOtrr doubt most people who have given 
the matter any attention will agree with 


Chairman George L. Towne of the public health 
advisory board in his criticism of the county com- 
missioners and City Commissioner Harm for their 
attitude toward relief and the public health setup 
of the city. 


In the first place any apparent difficulties to 


arriving at an agreement as to the establishment of 
» joint city and county health department should 
hare been overcome and the two units should now 
be working together in harmony, with far greater 
benefits for all concerned. Prom the first, however, 
the county officials apparently opposed the plan and 
were seemingly brought to enter negotiations only 
through the force of public opinion. Any change 
whatever seemed repugnant to the men in the court 
house. 


At ^e__mee*ing Tuesday members of the advisory 


board were not backward in expressing their dis- 


j approval of the appanr. i lack of co-operation upon 


! the part of City Commissioner Harm, in charge of 
public health, and the answers given by the com- 
missioner would seem to indicate that such criticism 
was fully justified. 
A feeling that he would not be 


welcome at the headquarters of the department over 
which he is supposed to preside should be no excuse 
for the failure of the official to visit that depart- 
ment. 


The pei'iwii upon whom is imposed the duty of 


looking after the public health of a community has 
placed in his keeping the most sacred trust that 
can be accorded anyone: and no feeling of personal 
antagonism toward others with whom he is required 
to work should deter him from Riving all of his 
time, energy and ability in living up to the re- 
sponsibilities of his position.

The man who is in charge of the department of 


; health of the city shouW consult freely wjth his 
! subordinates in the department, should study all of 
the problems connected therewith and should co- 
operate in every way. no matter how unpleasant the 


• personal associations might be. 
When a man as- 


' sumps public office his own comfort and happiness 
become secondary. He is working for all Uie people, 
and their best interests alone slxnild-.be considered.

There* seems to be no question 
that it is a great disadvantage to be 
a male, so far as the possibility of 
serious disease is 
concerned. 


This startling 


conclusion is 
based upon very 
careful studies 
t h a t h a v e re- 
cently been re- 
ported from one 
of the large clin- 
ics of the. coun- 
try in the offic- 
ial bulletin of 
The American 
College of Phy- 
sicians. 
C o n s i d ering 
those diseases 
Or Oeadeninr 


which are 
common to both sexes, 
the male is afflicted far 
oftener 
than the female, and that it is not 
entirely due to the bad habits that 
man acquires. I am happy to be 
able to report that it applies also 
to diseases which cause death be- 
fore birth. "Venery. alcoholism, ex- 
posure, may influence the suspecti- 
bility to disease and the greater 
mortality of the adult male, 
but 
they are only straws placed on the 
greater burden of bis sex-linked 
weakness. 
There seems to be no doubt that, 
speaking comparatively, the price of 
maleness is weakness. How ironical, 
therefore, seems the precept of the 
apostle: 'Give honor unto the wife 
as unto the weaker vessel.' *' 
For instance, in diseases of the

digestive tract, the only diseases 
which affect women predominantly 
more than men are gallstones and 
cancer of the gall bladder. The poor 
men have a long list of things, be- 
ginning with perforated duodenal 
ulcer, and including cancer of the 
large bowel, cardiospasm. acute ap- 
pendicitis and sarcoma of the stom- 
ach, all more frequently than the 
women do. 


When it comes to diseases of the 
heart and circulatory system, 
it 
looks as if nature just naturally 
went out and put the women aside 
and knocked the men on the head 
right and left. Only two diseases in 
this group are more 
frequent in 


women than in men—varicose veins 
and mitral endocarditis. 


So it goes. What is the cause of 
it? Nobody knows. Philosophy might 
say that a wise nature, knowing the 
males to be numerically less impor- 
tant in the scheme of reproduction, 
is less careful of them. But it is 
strange that she should 
conceive 
them in superabundance only im- 
mediately to begin to reduce the'r 
number by death. 


The nutrition rate ('metabolism'* 


of males is a little higher than the 
females. It is thought that female- 
ness is characterized by preponder- 
ant building up of tissues, and the 
maleness by prepnderant tearing 
down. 


Of some practical importance in 
these studies is the fact that at least 
one disease, hemophilia (spontan- 
eous bleeding, occurs only in males. 
and may be checked in them by the 
use of the female sex hormone. It 
is possible that the .same treat- 
ment might apply to certain other 
strictly male diseases. 


It is strange that with all this 
there should not be an evident pre- 
ponderance of women in the world. 
but apparently the diseases which 
are peculiar to them, especiallv the 


' risks of childbirth, seem to even up 
the scales. Perhaps there are more

STATE COLLECTS 


$1,155,802 IN 
TAXES IN MARCH 


Change in Delinquency 


Date Reverses Trend 


Of Remittances. 


Over a million dollars increase in 
revenue receipts from county treas- 
urers during March, compared with 
the same month a year ago. 
is 


shown by the books of State Treas- 
urer Hall. Most of tills money goes 
Into the state general fund, which 
will exhibit a big gain in its cash 
balance at the end of the month, 
instead of the customary falling off 
at this time of year. 


The chief factor in reversing the 


downward trend ordinarily shown in 
March is the change in the state 
Law making real estate taxes de- 
linquent March 1. Property owners 
used to have until May 1 to pay 
ihese taxes. The new statute brought 
in the bulk of the revenue from this 
source two months sooner than 
heretofore. 


Receipts 
were also boosted 
to 


some extent by the fact that many 
people over the state have been 
squaring up their delinquent 
tax 


accounts for 1933 and previous for- 
mer years, with interest. In 1933 the 
ratio of default in tax payments 
was the highest since the hard 
times of the middle '90s. Now con- 
ditions are. improved to such an ex- 
tent that a great many of those who 
fell behind on their taxes are able 
to catch up again, and this is re- 
flected in the state treasury's in- 
:ome. 


Over "!£ Times Larger. 


The comparative figures reveal 
that county treasurers nave sent in 
to the state treasury more than l\-i 
times as much money this March 
than they did a year ago. 
Their 
remittances for the current month 
aggregate $1.155.802, against only 
$153,715 in March, 1933. 


All counties except Garden and 


Hayes are included in this month's 
total. Two dozen county treasurers 
have remitted from two to four 
times each; all the others, once. A 
year ago there 
were 16 counties 


from which the state received no 
money at all during March. The 
total number of remittances this 
month to date, is 135, compared 
with 75 a year ago. 


The flow of tax money into the 
state treasury is expected to con- 
tinue in rather large volume during 
April also, since a good many prop- 
erty 
owners 
waited until 
after 


March i to pay their taxes, and the 
county treasurers do not customar- 
ily remit the state's share of collec- 
tions until the following month, 
However, some treasurers saw fit 
to remit two, three, or four times 
in March, so they would not have 
to keep on hand and be responsible 
for large amounts of money taken 
in that belonged to the state. 
In May and June, which have 


been the big months for real estate 
tax receipts by the state treasury in 
the past, the revenue will be dim- 
inished correspondingly this year. 
Treasurer Albers of Lancaster 
county remitted about six times as 
much to the state treasury this 
March as he did a year ago. Doug- 
las county's payments were about 
three to one as 
compared 
with 


March, 1933.

Pfeiler Declares 


Morale Of German 


People Is Higher 


Although the German citizen is in 


the worst economic position 
in 


years, his morale is at the highest 
point since the war, Dr. W. K. 
Pfeiler of the University of Ne- 
braska Germanic language depart- 
ment, told the Knife and Fork club 
at the Lincoln hotel Thursday noon. 
Dr. Pfeiler spoke on the subject of 
"Hitler." 


Dr. Pfeiler pointed out that the 
only information we get from Ger- 
many is in the newspapers and 
magazines 
and that much that 
should be known is censored. "We 
can tell, however," he 
declared, 
"that Hitler has built up the morale 
of the German people and moulded 
them into better citizens." 
He said that Germany is not pre- 


paring for a war with any enemy 
but unemployment. "The French 
and the English claim Germany is 
getting ready for a war," he said, 
"but Germany has a big war against 
depression on her hands."

Governor Bryan, it has been in- 


timated, may include the national 
committeeman's post in his official 
proclamation for the state 
pri- 
maries, as a vacancy to be filled. 
Should he do so, it will then be

Swanson will not neces- 
sarily be bound by the governor's 
action in this regard, and he might 
refer the matter to Attorney Gen- 
eral Good for a legal opinion.

As an alternative, Neville could

faction. But the belief is that he 
will prefer to ignore the 
matter 
entirely, leaving his claims for the 
national democratic committee to 
decide. 


In informed political circles,

is the prevailing opinion that if 
and when the controversy gets to 
the national committee it 
will 


frown upon any attempt to keep 
alive a factional squabble 
within 
the party during a campaign year 
when the control of congress

at stake and the continuance of 
the Roosevelt administration's pol- 
icies depends on the outcome. 
It is doubtful that Bryan will go

INTERPRETS NEW 
POLITICAL TREND 


Former German Officer 


Says Democracy Has 


Changed In Form. 


The world-wide trend toward cen- 


tering a large degree of power m 
the hands of leaders is not a viola- 
tion of the principle of democracy 
but merely its expression in a dif- 
ferent form Dr. Hugo P. Simon, 
former member of the German em- 
bassy in London and now a lecturer 
in political science at Northwestern 
University, said at a University of 
Nebraska convocation in Temple 
theater Thursday morning. 
Dr. Simon, who was unseated by 
the Nazi regime in August of 1933, 
declared that Mussolini and Hitler 
are not dictators in the strict sense 
of the word and said that their 
systems represent direct democracy 
"They have gained their power 
from the popular will," he averred, 
"and the basic concept of govern- 
ment by the people has scarely 
changed under the new conditions " 
The speaker said that trends in 
most nations are toward a new 
democratic organization in which 
the masses have called for new 
leaders and new methods in order 
to bring about an effective execu- 
tion of the popular will 
Naming 20 fundamental revolu- 
tions which have been taking place 
in governments over the world in 
the last 18 years, Dr Simon said, 
"There has been a revolution in the 
United Statesa peaceful and legal 
revolution, but tione the less a 
fundamental one." 
The lecturer 
said the 
youth 
movement had a large hand in the 
changing concept of government 
because younger people set un a 
crv for a system which would sp*;d 
things up. "They believed parlia- 
mentarism too slow a procedure," 
he explained. 
Simon was for 25 years an offi- 
cer in the German army and served 
on the general staff during the 
World war. He was first secretary 
to Minister Walter Rathenau.

The train robbery itself and the

had stayed. In a grip he found the 
picture of four men and a woman, 
seated in an automobile in a back- 
ground of the Garden of the Gods, 
in Colorado. 


They later learned the automo- 


bile was a "dummy" when a Denver 
photographer recognized the woman 
as one who had thrown a pie at him 
some weeks earlier. She was arrest- 
ed and gave her name as miian 
Stevens.

Down and Out Forever. 


It reached that stage as Walter 
"Rabbit" Maranville. p e r e n n i a l 
youth, was being carried away from 
the plate with a broken leg, leaving 
the Braves without a second-base- 
man and Maranville without a pro- 
fession. He probably won't be back 
on the ball field again. At 42, you 
don't break a leg and come around 
to collect the insurance the follow- 
ing Friday. 
At that age, a mans 


bones are as fragile as a wine glass 
and just about as easily mended. 
So Maranville doubtless will play 


no more second base for Boston or 
probably elsewhere, with the result

that the Brooklyn-Boston deal that 
couldn't be made two months ago 
seems almost a cinch now. The 
Braves wanted Tony Cuccinello, 
second-baseman, at that time, but 
weren't prepared to give enough. It 
will be different now; they'll have 
to part with one of those pitchers 
at last and it might even be Ed 
Brandt, the left-hander, provided 
the Dodgers can and are willing to 
toss in somebody else, just for win- 
dow dressing. 
Braves In Real Jam. 


Anyhow, they're no longer in a 
position to be arbitrary, owing to 
circumstances that have now passed 
out of their control. They had five 
recognized infielders in camp; they 
now have four and two of them 
are third-basemen, including Dick 
Gyselman. a third-baseman who 
doesn't hit. A third-baseman who 
doesn't hit is like a rock that 
doesn't hurt. It just ain't, as the 
fellow said. 
Meanwhile. Maranville lies trussed 
up in a St. Petersburg hospital to- 
day, with nothing left but the sense 
of humor that has carried him over 
the rough spots since he broke in 
with New Bedford awav back there 
in 1911. To call the man a charac- 
ter is to condemn him with faint 
and ill-fitting praise. He was, as a 
matter of fact, the wonder of the 
age; an old man who refused to be 
anything but young and who lived 
to outlast generations that, one af- 
ter the other, said he was finished. 
But, when it finally came, it took 
an act of Providence to do that. 
One of Baseball's Leaders. 


Starting with the Braves in 1912, 
he became one of the leading short- 
stops of baseball, playing magni- 
ficently in that wild, illogical world 
series of 1914. He left Boston seven 
years later to go to Pittsburgh and 
some thought then that it might be 
the beginning of the end. They were 
sure of it in 1924 when he was 
traded to Chicago, and it did, in- 
deed, look none too reassuring for 
Maranville the following year when 
he was made manager in July and 
dismissed in September. 
It was said at the time that the 
Chicago club didn't have enough 
players; what it needed most was a 
manager for the manager. 


Anyhow, the Rabbit landed in 
Brooklyn and was too much even 
for the refined madhouse that then 
•was moving about the country under 
that anme. So the next place he 
landed was on the street level. 
But when he uicked himself up 
and dusted the sole of his trousers, 
it was another Maranville. He was 
through, but not with baseball; he 
merely was through with folly. His 
next stop was Rochester and, for a 
time, it looked like the end. 
Fooled Every Doubter. 
I recall Burt Shotton saying that 
Maranville couldn't again be a 
major league shortstop because he 
looked so bad, trying to be a 
second-baseman in the Internation- 
al league. Yet in less than a year 
he was playing shortstop in a world 
series with the Cardinals and only 
a few weeks ago. Bill McKechnie, 
his manager, was saying something 
about him being timeless. 


"He's just as good as new," said

Cage Mentors Favor No 


Changes In Rules For 


Court Sport.

ATLANTA, Ga., March 29—(AP) 


—Satisfaction with basketball as it 
is and doubt that the rules would 
be changed this year were expressed 
here by H. G. Olsen of Ohio State, 
former president of the National 
Basketball Coaches' association, and 
Jim Kelley of Depauw, attending 
the convention of the association, 
opening today. 
"Coaches are always conservative 


• n their recommendations to the 
rules committee," Olsen said. "Many 
talk a lot before meetings about all 
! the rules that should be changed, 
| but when we meet there isn't so 


i much said and done about them." 
The Ohio State coach expressed 
the opinion that basketball was the 
most widely played sport. Kelley 
added that 100,000 players partici- 
pated in the cage game in Chicago 
alone. 


"Why change a game which is so 
popular?" Kelley asked. 


The 10-second and three-second 
rules were praised by the two 
coaches. The first, which forces the 
offensive team to get the ball across 
the center of the court within 10 
seconds, has done away with stall- 
ing. Under the old rules, Olsen de- 
clared, teams often played as long 
as 10 minutes without really at- 


I tempting to score. Games almost 
invariably ended in low scores. 


Opposed to Allen's Plan. 


The three-second rule, Olsen add- 
ed, has eliminated a lot of fouling. 
The rule prohibits a player from 
holding onto the ball longer than 
three seconds behind the foul line. 
Olsen and Kelley believe any at- 
tempt to raise the baskets from 10 
to 12 feet, as proposed by Dr. F. C. 
Allen of Kansas U.. would meet 
with no success, mainly for reasons 
of economy. The change would 
cause a great deal of confusion, 
they 
added, since its 
sponsors 
planned to keep the 10-foot height 
for younger boys and raise the bas- 
ket to 11 feet for high school lads, 
leaving the new 12-foot level for 
college players. Tall men would still 
have an advantage if the baskets 
were raised, they pointed out, for 
they would continue to outreach 
and outjurrm their opponents. 
The middle west probably draws 
more crowds to basketball games 
than any other section, Kelley said. 
He cited sellouts of eight and 10 
thousand at many college games in 
that section. The coaches will con- 
tinue in session here through Sat- 
urday, with the rules recommenda- 
tions, if any, not being decided un- 
til the final session.
